GARRISON initiated the 
probe last week, saying he 
would resign if the charges 
proved true and that Kohn

Also subpenaed were LL 
Clarence Giurrusso, comman- 
der of the narcotics squad, 
and hL Fredrick Soule, vice 
squad chief.

Giarrusso was asked if he j 
thought there was any or- ; 
: ganized crime in New Or- \ 
c leans He said:

He had no comment on the 
i Life charges. 

Gervais did, however. He 
i was mentioned unfavorably in 
the magazine article. 

He called Life a "new com- 
j ic book." and said its allega- 
j j tions regarding him were "Uk 
l [ tally untrue." 

! Gorvais said he has no irv 
; Torn nation about organized

! here, he added, “I think 1 
would know about it. I know 
my way around this city.” 

HE TERMED the MCC a 
“lunatic fringe" and added: 
“We have pretty good gov- ; 
emment in New Orleans, but 
not a Utopia.
